in check, Affected plants should 
never be put on the compost heap 
or manure pile—

‘When harvesting and storing tur- 
nips, caulifiower, cabbage, ’ celery, 
tomatoes, or other vegetables from 
crops in’ which the disease has been 

present, great care should be taken 
not to include any specimen «that 
shows the slightest appearance of 
the discase, or to smear the healthy 
specimen with the soft rotted parts 
of diseased specimens.

“Sir Wil- 
frid Lauriet’s cabinet of all the talents 
was gradually transformed.into a gov- 
ernment consisting of Sir Wilfrid, him 
self, a few. personal friends, and some 
executive heads, In the case of the 
Borden government we hare scen re- 
tire one by one Hon. F..D. Monk, Sir 
Sam Hughes, Hon. Robert * Rogers, 
Hon. T. A. Crerar and Sir Thomas 
White. All these men however much a¢ 
they disagreed among themselves ani 
however much they may have differed 
in’the matter of ability, were men of 
¢ | trong. individuality.” The men who 
succeed them’ manage the departments 
well, but are less consulted abont 
the general policy of the Rorernment. 
For -example, General *Mewbirn ‘and 
Tlon. 0. C.Ballantyne are able ‘admin- 
istratorn, but neither one ever spoaks 
in the house upon any subject not im- 
mediately connected with his own de- 
partment. 


During the wars the financial de- 
partment has ‘been of supreme import- 
ance and it is@§ot too much to say 
that seventy-five per cent of all tho im 
portant legislation since the commence 
ment of the-war has been dratted an‘ 
carried through the house by Sir Thos.

Clerks of municipalities in preparing voters" Lists this year should 
dear in mind the amendment made to th¢ Voters” Liet Act in the Stat;

3.—(1) Subsection 7 of Section’ of the Voters’ List Act Is amend- 
ed by striking out the words “Qntario Franchise Act or the letters

words “Legislative franchise, or the letters L.F.”

BIG AIRSHIP LANDED ON ROOF IN ROOF OF. CHICAGO BANK, EX- 
PLODED, AND CAUSED DEATH AND DESTRUCTION— » 
CITY WILL PASS ORDINANCES REGULATING ' 
FLYING OVER THE CITY.

CHICAGO, July 22.—Official enquiry was-started today by the 
State Attorney to fix responsibility for the explosion and collapse of the 
dirigible airship which crashed through the roof of the Ilinois Trust and 
Savings Bank yesterday afternoon, killing eleven persons and injuring 
twenty-six others. Counsel for the City of Chicago, as a result of the ac- 
cident, has today commenced to frame ordinances to govern and control 
air flying over the city. 


Most of the dead were employees of 
the bank, trapped and burned to death 
jn a withering rain of fire caused by 
the explosion of the balloon’s gasoline 
tanks as they hit the floor’ of the ro- 
tunda of the bank, where over 200 
bookkeepers and clerks, nearly all 
xirls, were working. 

Thousands See Disaster. 

The “blimp,” owned by the Good- 
year Tire atid Rubber Company of Ak- 
ron, Ohio, had been flying above the 
Loop for several hours when the ac- 

fcident occurred. Thousands witnessed 


the disaster. When approximately 500 
feet above the bank, a spurt of flame 
was seen to shoot from the top of the 
vas bag near the ceatre of the air- 
craft, : 

The crowds gathered on the streets 
to watch the flight saw the great ma- 
chine buckle and quiver as it started 
for the ground on its fatal plunge. 

As the blazing bag started its tragic 
deecent four of its five occupants 
jumped and two of these landed safe- 
ly. in the street-as the “blimp,” a 
veritable ball of flame, struok the roof 

of the bank with a crash audible 
| throughout the Loop district, There 
was nothing to warn the hundreds of 
employees of the institution of the 
coming tragedy. A shadow passed 
over the marble rotunda where 150 
were busy, and a terrifying crash fol- 
lowed. 

It seemed, according to the surviv- 
ors, that the entire bank wae on fire. 
Breaking through the iron. supports 
holding the glass overhead, the fuse- 
lage of the “blimp” with two heavy 
totary engines and several gasoline 
tanks smashed to the floor. 

The Tanks Exploded. 

Instantly the tanks exploded, sca 
tering a wave of flaming gasoline over 
the workers for a radius of filly feet. 
A panic gneued. There were only two 
exits through which the workers could 
leave the wire cagé which surrounded 
the rotunda, Men and _girla, with 
flaming clothing, fought their way 
through the exits. Girls on the second 
floor ran screaming to the windows 
and several jumped to the street: be- 
low, 

In an instant-the marble rotunda 
was cleared except for the dead, whose 
bodies were buried under the flaming 
maes, licked to a white heat by the 
gasoline blaze, and the dying, who 
crawled feebly away from the scorch- 
ing fire, their clothes slowly burning 
off, 

The intense heat made rescue work 
impossible until after the fire depart- 
ment arrived.. It:was thirty) minutes 
before the bodies under the craft's 
fuselage could be dragged out. They 
were burned. beyond recognition.

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CLOSING BUSINESS PLACES NOT COMPULSORY. 

Many quéries having been made to the press in connection with the 
civic and national proclamations asking that Saturday, July 19, 1919, be 
iobserved as Peace Day and a public holiday, it is due to. the general 
‘public that: this point be cleared up from a legal standpoint. ‘Copsider- 
able uncertainty seems to exist as to whether the proclamation of a pub+ 
fic holiday, ‘nationally or locally or both entails a compulsory closing of 
Places of business, Edward Meck, K.C., barrister, who presides over: 
‘the legal page of the Toronto Mail and Empire, gives his opinion that 
‘business places can not be compelled to close upon any public holiday 
‘other than Sunday or in accordance with the early closing by-law enacted 

; m-the petition of three-fourths of the proprietors of any particular 
"dens of business places in a community.. The questions submitted to 
4 Mr. Meek and his answer are given herewith: 2 

H. J., Lucknow.—Are stores compelled to close on 
legal holidays or on holidays proclaimed by the council? 
‘ (2) Must stores be closed on the 19th of July? (3) Can the 
council pass a by-law compelling the stores to close at an 
‘earlier hour jn the-afternoon? ee 

Ans.—Stores are not obliged to close at any. time ex- 
cept where there is a positive statutory command, making 
it a punishable offence ‘to k open, .such as the Lord’s 
Day Act. The council may proclaim a public holiday. and 
many citizens may. voluntarily refrain from working on that 
day, but Storekeesfers may, nevertheless, keep ttheir shops 
open and do 6usiness on all such holidays. (2) The 19th of 
July. is not different from any other holiday, it is merely a 
holiday created by Royal proclamation, like the others. (3) 
The council has no authority to pass a by-law compelling 
Stores to close. at any particular hour or/on any particular 
day. .

Changes In Motor Vehicle Act 
Which All Autoists ‘Must Heed 





Citizens will be glad to lenrr that 
the Vehicle Act has been amended to 
make acicdents still less frequent. 
Motorists will do well to notice the 


following rules, because they are now 
law, and as such will be enforced. 

Every motor vehicle used for com- 
mercial purposes must be equipped 
with'a mirror securely attached to It 
and placed in such a position so as 
to afford the driver of such motor ve- 
hicle while driving or operating the 
vehicle a clear view of the roadway 
in the rear and any vehicle which may 
be approaching in the rear. 

No motor vehicle shall be driven up- 
on a highway In a city, town or vil. 
lage at a greater speed than 20 miles 
per hour nor any highway outiside 
of a city, town or village at a greater 
sped than 25 miles an hour nor at any 
intersection or curve where the driver 
has not a clear view of the traffic at 
any greater speed than 10 miles an 
hour In city, town or village or 12% 
miles per haur outside a city, town or 
village. The councils of any city, 
town or village may set aside any high 
way or part thereon on which motor 
vehicle may be drivén at a greater 

- rate of speed for purpose of testing 
the same and may pass a bylaw regu- 
lating and governing the use of any 
such highway.

In Paris, 
howeverj when peace was to be made 
the whole lesson had to be gone over 
once more, We trust that in future 
difficulties of whatever kind the Gov- 
ernment will turn first of all to the 
aid of the prese, which is no. more 
than to say that it will trust the ca- 
pacity of the people of the nation to 
bear the truth about any situation.

hrmdreds of others, many seriously, and probably a dozen fatally. 

Onc unidentified negro was killed and two negroes were wounded at 
Wabash and Adams ‘street, in the heart of the down-town district, in 
rioting which was renewed this morning. Joseph Powers, a white strect 
car conductor, was shot and killed soon after daylight in the stock yards 
section. William Henderson, a negro, was arrested on suspicion in 
connection with the killing. Racial disorders spread to the north side of 
the city today, where a number of negroes were chased and threatened. 
Very few negrocs live in that section of the city. 

CHICAGO, July 29.—(Noon)—A vicious race fight broke out in the 
‘county jail shortly after cleven o'clock. The whites outnumbered the 
blacks twenty to one, and the guards were swept aside when they tried 
to stifle the trouble at its start. In all twenty-four are now dead as the 
result of the riots of the last three days.

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FIGHTING THE MOSQUITO PEST. 










: ABelleville has a plague of ‘mosquitoes this season, worse than other 
ayenrs, and reports from other communities reveals a like condition. The 
spests take possession of the verandahs during the evenings and drive 
thoustholders indoors with their persistent attacks.” Owing 10 the high 
Victoria Park has:been’ wet all season’ and a favorite breeding 
round for mosquitoes, making the patk a place of torture instead of 
peepee for outing parties. y 
‘ofhe marshes along the bay shore are also contributing millions of 
gérm carriers and the nuisance is a serious one. The mosquito evil has 
been'successfully combztted in various sections of the United States with 
ithe use of oil, and stens should be taken here to ascertain if something 
" Can fot.be done to at least mitigate the nuisance locally by draining 
Stagnant pools and using oil where. necessary, especially in Victoria 
Park; a recreation centre for the citizens. Reports from campers at Oak 
Lake/state that: mosquitoes are almost. unknown there this year owing 
to the absence of stagnant water and marshy places, showing that local 
conditions ure responsible for the ‘nuisance here. . It may. be that the 
‘@rea-covered by the mosquito breeding grounds here is too large for ef- 
fective treatment except at prohibitive expense, but the question is 
worthy of close investigation and report. \ 

The Hamilton Herald says that the mosquito pest in that city 2 she 
worst" in’ modern times.- Similar conditions prevail in other ;orts of 
Canada, ahd especially in summer resorts where people go for rest and 
recreation... Unless the whole verandah is screened, which is expensive,

The Herald points out that it is quite unnecessary to submit tc this 
annoyance. The pest has flourished because there has been no energetic 
crusade against it. 
+y **Cities and districts in all parts of the continent have been freed 
from this unendurable nuisance. The methods by which that has been 
accmplished are no secret. Even in the swampy districts around the 
Panama Canal the mosquito has been robbed of its sting. The problem 
here is child's play to that.” 

Mosquitoes breed in stagnant pools of water, in barrels used for 
holding-rain-water, and even in little puddles of water which lie in empty 
cans. The remedy is to drain off the water or cover it with a thin film 
of/oil, which prevents the young insects from rising to the surface. It

The failure of this movement 
augure well for the early recovery of 
Europe from its post-war paralysis. 
The workingman has refused to lieten 
to the counsels of the radical leaders, 
They have shown that they will not 
add to the disaster of the war the still 
greater disaster of revolution, with 
its attendant chaos, ruin and starv- 
ation. The delirium which threatened 
to grip all Europe is passing; recov- 
ety now will be but a matter of time.
